The heroism of Mr. Hawker’s achieve- | 
ment is coloured with all the hues 
of romance. For weeks past he and his 
friendly rivals have been waiting in New- 
foundland for the moment when the ele- 
‘ments might smile upon their enterprise. 
Stormy seas and unfavourable ocean winds 
prevented them from setting out on their 
perilous adventure, and the world had 
begun to doubt that it ever would be at- 
tempted. Mr. Hawker and his ¢ompanions 
were on tenterhooks, Every day brought 
fresh aspirants to the blue riband of the 
air. New machines, perfectly tuned, and 
masterpieces of mechanical ingenuity, 
began to arrive, Then came Suntlay’s news. 
An American seaplane had flown from 
Trepassey Bay, in Newfoundland, to the 
Azores; the greater part of ithe trans- 
Atlantic flight already had been accom- 
plished ; a non-stop ocean flight of nearly 
1,400 miles had been achieved. The primacy 
of Britain, of which all her sons are 
jealous, was at stake. While Lieutenant- 
Commander Read was enjoying a well- 
earned rest at the Azores before he should 
begin the second stage of his flight to Lis- 
bon, Mr. Hawker started. Weather cond)- 
tions were reported to be bad; the odds 
against success were terrifying; but a 
British airman recks little of odds. Before 
the astonished gaze of the “ watehers of the 
gkies” at Newfoundland Mr. Hawker 
dropped his under-carriage, made his 
chances of a safe landing almost negligible, 
and disappeared into the evening mists, 
bound for the Irish coast.

The two salient facts which were dist 
closed by Colonel Leslie Wilson in yester- 
day s debate on the Estimates for the 
Ministry of Shipping are that our net 
losses in merchant ships during the war 
amounted to three and a quarter million 
tons, and that the output of new construc:
